The man chuckles. He is Harry P.

Since April, 1966, when the ‘‘modest 
but usable’’ former church structure first 
opened its door to neighborhood young- 
sters, the membership has grown to 
twelve hundred. Several hundred show 
up every afternoon to stay as late as 9

movies, woodworking and other crafts, 
cooking, gardening, television — or sim- 
ply to be in a place “‘where I feel like a 
KING”, as one tow-headed ten-year old 
puts it. 

Seated at Mr. Greep’s lett at the 
luncheon table is General Persons, for- 
merly The Assistant To The President 
under Dwight D. Eisenhower, with 
whom he spent several years of service. 


It was General Persons who persuad- 
ed Richard Nixon to come to Fort Lau- 
derdale last winter as speaker at the 
first annual banquet of the local Boys 
Club unit where (by strict vigilance of 
expenses) over $25,000 was raised to car- 
ry on the work here. 

Nixon’s is but one ot scores of illus- 
trious names listed on the Board of Di- 
rectors of the national parent organiza- 
tion. Among others are Stanley Resor, 
Albert L. Cole (head of Reader’s Di- 
gest), Norman Chandler, Charles Coll- 
ingwood, James A. Farley, E.E. Fogel- 
son, Herbert Hoover Jr., J. Edgar Hoo- 
ver, Bruce A. Gimbel, S.E. Knudsen, 
Philip Le Boutillier and his own Philip, 
Jr., Daniel J. Mahoney, R.E. Dumas 
Milner, Clint Murchison Jr., Capt. Ed- 
die Rickenbacker, Gene Tunney, Gener- 
al Robert E. Wood. 

According to Mr. Greep, who is also 
a member of the national organization, 
these men do much more than lend their 
names to the who’s who list.

in 1860 as The Dashaway Club in Hart- 
ford, Connecticut. 

Old records reveal that the original 
concept was that of two maiden-lady sis- 
ters, working on the theory “If you 
can’t lick ’em, join ’em.” Their daily 
peace and quiet shattered by neighbor- 
hood youngsters, they opened the club 
to channel the youngster’s energy into 
productive channels. 

It was not until 1906, however, that 
the organization took its present form, 
when it was chartered by the Congress 
ot the United States. 

Pledged to the slogan ‘““A Man Nev- 
er Stands So Tall As When He Stoops to 
Help A Boy,” the club is unlike any 
other in that it has no set program ot 
achievement for the youngsters. Its pur- 
pose is, quite simply, to guide boys to 
good citizenship. Methods depend on the 
individual child. Some may require 
counseling, others leadership. Or simply 
a place ot refuge, HIS club where he is 
accorded all privileges as long as he be- 
haves.

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O nce upon a time in a country 
named Scotland a sport was invented for 
gentlemen. It was called golf and it gave 
Scottish gentlemen a wondertul opportu- 
nity to get out in the fresh air and get 
exercise and to get away from the ladies 
for a while. Later the game spread to 
other countries and in the mid-nine- 
teenth century was introduced to Ameri- 
cans. 

Historians are a bit vague as to how 
ladies got into the act, but they did. 
Harper’s Magazine in 1908 extolled the 
advantages of golf for milady and by 
that time the distaff side of the family 
had no doubt taken club in hand and 
decided that here was a sport that was 
also an ideal pastime for females. 

Today, alas, dear gentlemen, it 
seems that as in other fields of endeav- 
ors... the ladies are well on the way to 
taking over the golf links. Once the 
sanctuary of men, golf courses have now 
bowed to the inevitable and the ladies, 
Lord love ’em, have taken over the 
links. 3 

Probably no other community in 
Florida is more aware of the impact ot 
lady golfers than Naples. This. quietly 
elegant resort now boasts of having 
more golf courses per capita than any 
other town in the nation with the excep- 
tion of Palm Springs! Not even Naples 
could rival Palm Springs where there are 
two golf courses for every 1500 people! 
Naples has seven golf courses and with a

and early to rise in Naples. With ap- 
proximately 1500 golfing families, par- 
ties are apt to begin early and end by 10 
p.m.

twelve hundred persons. However, Na- 
ples is working diligently toward reme- 
dying the gap.

Another lovely links enthusiast who 
has developed her golfing skills in Na- 
ples is Mrs. Homer Dixon. A tormer 
Chicago model, Mrs. Dixon hails from 
Guthrie, Oklahoma where as a young 
girl she learned the rudiments of golf. 
She became interested in skeet-shooting 
and this sport became her hobby until 
she and her husband moved to Naples 
seven years ago. LaTelle Dixon really 
hadn’t played golf since her high school 
days when she was on a state champion- 
ship team and once she began taking les- 
sons again her natural ability returned.

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Seven Devils

ELE en could possibly be a year-round resort 
peopled with friends of similar tastes, scenic beauty and the 
pervading peace of rolling hills, multi-colored mountain peaks 
which change hue trom dawn till dusk, piercing the pervading 
peace of an azure sky .. . sentinels against another world 
that hurry-scurries and runs in a pack. 

Such a place there is . . . a heavenly earthbound world 
unto itself ...a happy haven three miles long and a mile wide 
where families and friends gather, secure in the belief that ev- 
ery-day life means tun for all. 

Seven Devils Resort, midway between Boone and Linville, 
North Carolina on Route 105, is paradoxically a 1289-acre 
paradise for the ever-growing echelon who seek relaxation . 
life as it was lived, graciously, years ago. 

The history of Seven Devils goes back one hundred years 
when a family named Winters lived there. They had seven 
sons: John, Carrick, Nat, Steve, Bill, A.B. and Mark, who 
became known far and wide as the “‘Seven Devils.” 

It was in the late 1950’s when tour of the Reynolds broth- 
ers — Frank, Herbert, Dan and Galloway — drove down from 
Winston-Salem, bought a large tract of land across the road 
and built their summer homes thereupon. 

Then in 1961 Frank Reynolds convinced his brothers that 
the panorama of mountains and meadows across Route 105 
could be a year-round community appealing to those who en- 
joy the great outdcors. 

By 1962 Frank Reynolds found himself in charge of all 
construction and manager of the 1289-acre complex and ever 
since has been commuting the 100 miles between his Winston- 
Salem and Seven Devils homes. 

Happily, paving, grading and landscaping this vast do- 
main presented no problem to the Reynolds brothers as they 
constitute L. A. Reynolds Company of Winston-Salem one of 
the country’s top road construction firms. 

Today Seven Devils is a unique year-round family commu- 
nity with ten vacation cottages atop 4,000-foot high Chinqua- 
pin Ridge overlooking Hugh Morton’s Grandfather Mountain 
and the Watauga River Valley as a starter. 

Below the cottages and nestled in a mountain valley lies 
Devil’s Lake with a white sandy beach . . . the sand actually 
is ground feldspar which by a flotation process becomes fine, 
soft sand. 

This is a paradise for fishermen as the 20-acre lake boils 
with bass and bream while two smaller ponds above are stock- 
ed with rainbow trout. 

Meanwhile, three miles south an architecturally controlled 
village-to-be is on the planning board. A bit of the Tyrol 
transplanted, it will surround the ski area and the new 5,900- 
yard par 71 golf course designed by Cranford Sproul, well- 
known golf course architect of Fort Lauderdale, Florida. 

The Seven Devils ski area opened a year ago this month 
“offering probably the most elaborate slopes south of New 


York State,’’ Frank.Reynolds says. 
Skiing is king during the winter months and the slopes 
truly are regal. For those in-the-know, Daredevils Delight is a 


2800-foot slope with a 607-foot vertical drop, while Lucifer’s 
Lunge, a dog-legged 3300-foot slope, is for the less adventur-

of Winston-Salem, anticipates the skiing season. Ski Club, spends much time at resort community. 
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Cottage guests register at this Visitors’ Center which incorporates a snack bar, supermarket, gift 
shop and launderette. The second floor is setting for the annual invitational Tartan Ball held in July. 
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Skiers at Seven Devils have a choice of slopes, which offer a wide variety of 
rolls and curves. The beginner’s slope is 700 feet long, has 600-ft. rope tow. 
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ous. Both these slopes are serviced by a Hall, high capa 
double chair lift that can bring 1,000 skiers an hour to 
summit. Interesting to note, these two slopes offer a challeng 
ing variety of rolls and curves heretofore unknown to southern 
ski areas. 

As skiing is a comparatively new sport to most southern- 
ers, much thought has been given to the beginners slope. This 
third slope is 700 feet long, 200 feet wide and boasts a 600- 
foot rope tow over a gradual and consistent grade. 

Although the Seven Devils’ slopes range from 4400 to 5007 
feet in elevation and normally average 60 inches of natural 
snow yearly, a Larchmont snow-making system helps nature 
on both the beginners slope and Lucifer’s Lunge, thereby pro- 
viding excellent base coating all season long. 

Ski enthusiasts this year will be surprised to find a most 
aesthetic ski lodge awaiting their arrival. Gothic in design and 
sporting an unusual staggered cedar shake roof, its three levels 
offer a massive native rock chimney with walk-in fireplaces on 
each floor. 

This handsome building, with its huge exposed wood 
beams and unusual facade, was designed by Roy Troxell, the 
young Winston-Salem architect, well-known for his trend- 
setting style. Meanwhile, tall, lanky Reece McClure of Win- 
ston-Salem’s Herring Decorating Company has ‘‘gone to 
town”’ on the interior. 

That Seven Devils’ backdrop of Mother Nature’s beauty 
is of biblical heritage . . . the surrounding Blue Ridge Moun- 
tains can boast of being one of the earliest land masses. 

In fact, geologists believe that 5,280-foot giant, Grandfa- 
ther Mountain, that dominates the view from Chinquapin 
Ridge, has cliffs and boulders dating back one billion years, 
the oldest rock formations in the world. 

Too, Chinquapin Ridge is named for its profusion of Chin- 
quapin bushes that bear a delicious, tiny brown nut of the 
chestnut specie. These bushes fought a mighty battle half a 
century back when a blight from the Orient started creeping 
over Appalachia to strike both the chestnut and its small 
cousin Chinquapin. 

Today, the great chestnut tree grows no more in this area 
and the little cousin with its exceedingly burry, green clumped 
casing can no longer be used for barter, for little girls’ necklac- 
es. When found, they are deep in the hills where only veteran 
woodsmen and nature lovers can gather them. 

And today, like in storybook times, a Prince and Princess 
are in residence at Seven Devils holding court daily, homage 
coming from old and young be they nature lovers, sportsmen 
and women or sightseers. 

‘Princess’ is petite, sparkling-eyed Robin R. Reynolds, 
daughter of Winston-Salem’s Dan and Rosemarie Reynolds, 
who can be found every day at the sprawling two-storied na- 
tive stone-built Visitor’s Center with its epidote block facade. 

“Small but oh, my,” one ardent admirer paraphrased this 
young lady who arrived at Seven Devils in February, 1966 to 
organize the office setup, act as personnel director . . . then 
get out on those slopes and enjoy herself. 

It seems this last was not to be . . . Robin is indispens- 
able . . . she’s here, there, everywhere working hand in hand 
with Uncle Frank Reynolds. 

Unusual too is Robin’s scholastic background. She is one 
of the few women Business Administration majors to graduate 
from Wake Forest class of 1965. Also unusual that a girl 
should be business manager of a college yearbook . . . she was, 
at both Sullins College and at Wake Forest where she was a 
member of Strings Society. 

This Princess of the Blue Ridge recalls she has always 
been at home wherever she has gone. “I went to Reynolds 
High School in Winston-Salem, lived at Reynolds Dormitory

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ibs well-loved foods of Christmas 
are laden with raisins and fragrant with 
spice, made from cherished recipes that 
are part of the Christmas tradition. But 
raisins actually antedate the Christian 
holiday. Long before the time of Christ, 
the production of raisins was a flourish- 
ing business in Armenia. But the history 
of raisins reaches back even further — 
all the way back to the cave man. 
Drawings dating from prehistoric 
days show that raisins were known in 
France and the Mediterranean area in 
the time of the early cave man, and 
there are indications that he believed 
raisins to have religious or magic power. 
Raisins were used as a means of ex- 
change in the Biblical era and in early 
Rome. King David received raisins in 
payment of taxes. A Roman slave boy 
was generally worth about two amphors 
(narrow-necked vessels) of raisins. 
Hannibal relied on raisins for suste- 
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nance and energy during his famous trip 
across the Alps about 200 years before 
Christ. And another famous (or infa- 
mous) ruler, Nero, often made sure that 
there were raisins aplenty in the elabo- 
rate menus he selected during his reign. 

Egyptian doctors — such as the 
learned Tzetze — called raisins ‘“‘magic 
grains” and recommended them to calm 
down anger and sorrow. Medicinal quali- 
ties were credited to raisins by the Ro- 
mans, who used them as a remedy 
against dysentry, quartan ague and fits 
ot coughing. 

The ladies did not neglect the wor- 
thy raisin, either. The Danish Queen 
Caroline Amalie, King Christian VII’s 
consort, created for her tavorite court 
guests a special raisin oat cake which 
she: served with butter and syrup. And 
the alluring Cleopatra gathered therar- 
est varieties of raisins for Marc Antony.

Resort Heights tor Olympics 
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pe mountains of snow are the 
6,000-foot glistening backdrop towering 
above Grenoble, mecca for more than 
60,000 anticipated spectators at the 10th 
Winter Olympics scheduled from Febru- 
ary 6 through 18. 

Perhaps an even greater bonus at- 
traction for snow sportsmen will be to 
linger longer at the score of dazzling Al- 
pine resorts where France, Switzerland 
and Italy meet to form the vault of Eu- 
rope. 

Many millions of dollars have been 
spent in Grenoble during the last two 
years, and especially the last six months, 
to build a new airport and renovate the 
old one, build extensive housing and 
construct numerous public facilities. A 
vast new station will handle a fleet of 
700 buses. There are also several hun- 
dred miles of additional new roads, 
bridges and viaducts. 


If these millions seem madness spent 
in the name of Olympian grandeur and 
global competition, the visitor will dis- 
cover they are actually wise investment 
in the future. In 1948, Grenoble had 
90,000 inhabitants as a university town 
with light industry and developing tour- 
ism atop nearby mountains. The popula- 
tion of Grenoble swept past the 250,000 
mark in 1966, and by 1975 will reach 
more than 350,000. 

Nature’s marks on Grenoble include 
the crystalline Isere and Drac rivers 
which rush down from mountain tops to 
join at the foot of Rachais Hill under 
lofty crags of the Chartreuse, Belledonne 
and Vercors ranges. Snow banks soften 
the angular beauty of great tree-stands 
set on ragged granite. 

From Grenoble’s Terrace de la Bas- 
tille, reached by cable-car up Rachais 
Hill, stretches a man-made panorama 
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which almost rivals nature. Medieval 
roofs and ramparts near the river lead 
the eye to the Renaissance Palace of 
Justice (16th century Dauphine Parlia- 
ment), Stendahl’s home, the famed Li- 
brary Museum, and on to a great mosaic 
of highways, high-rise buildings and the 
vast contemporary scene. 

At Paul Mistral Park, the $4 million 
City Hall, completed in June 1967, rais- 
es 12 stories of aluminum and glass to 
crown an enormous concrete pedestal. It 
is set in acres of grounds studded with 
an extensive sculpture exhibition. 

Grouped nearby among trees ‘and 
gardens is the large municipal stadium, 
the 12,000-seat Olympic Ice Stadium, 
and the Speed Skating Rink about 1,300 
feet long with a grandstand to accom- 
modate more than 2,500 spectators. 

A few minutes drive south on Rue 
Marcellin-Berthelot brings the visitor to 
the huge House of Culture. To be com- 
pleted next month, it is designed by Wa- 
genscky, a former associate of Le Corbu- 
sier. Key features will include a 550-seat 
rotating theatre, another 1,250-seat the- 
atre, as well as a vast book and film li- 
“i brary. Several art galleries, sound stu- 
dios, painting and sculpture workshops

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Culture is the giant Press Center with 
its living and work facilities for about 
2,600 news media representatives. Just 
beyond is the Ceremonies Esplanade 
where many miles of metal tubing form 
grandstands for 70,000 persons. 

Broad avenues lead next to the 
Olympic Villages. Great ‘clusters of 20- 
story concrete towers, patterned attrac- 
tively with natural wood and tile, are 
designed to house more than 2,300 ath- 
letes and their coaching staff. 

While all Olympic skating, hockey, 
and opening and closing events will take 
place in Grenoble, the 10th Winter 
Olympic Games will give visitors ample 
occasion to discover the region’s extra- 
ordinary development of sport facilities 
and major resorts. 

In 1924, Chamonix was the first 
home of the Winter Olympics, which 
had 293 competitors from 16 countries.

The interesting old Bradbury Building, downtown Los An- 
geles’ historic grande dame of architectural ingenuity, was the 
scene of one of the most unique parties of the year.

Since then, its Board of Governors has been working out 
plans for a new program. Negotiations are being made to pur- 
chase a large apartment complex in a centrally located area to 
which a complete day care center would be added. Having 
treated the troubled child away trom his family environment 
in the past, the home now proposes to solve problems as they 
arise within the family unit. 

Designed primarily for needy single parent families, the 
future complex will offer low cost housing, family counseling, 
health and recreational tacilities. 

Since its establishment five years ago, the board has held 
tive Bonanza fund-raising parties. The first two were informal 
and were held at the San Fernando Ranch of Gladys and Fritz 
Burns. The third party took place in Boyle Heights in the old 
Victorian mansion which for fifty years had been headquarters 
of the former Maud Booth Home.

other giant heated pool. At Megeve, 
there is a glass-screened pool of lavish 
proportions, with a breathtaking view of 
snow peaks. 

Of course, Megeve’s high fashion 
rank on the ski circuit doesn’t stem from 
a pool alone.

It was well known at that time that the 
raisins grown along the Nile did, accord- 
ing to Pline, the Roman naturalist, “‘ex- 
cel all others in Egypt for sweetness.” 

The American history of the raisin 
began just one hundred years ago, after 
the vigorous days of the Gold Rush. 
Thompson Seedless grapes, from which 
most raisins are made, are named for 
William Thompson, who introduced 
them to this country. He imported three 
grafts of the tender white grape from his 
native England to his vineyards in Cali- 
fornia’s Sacramento Valley. 

Shortly after he began his experi- 
ments, however, the river overflowed the 
vineyards. Thompson managed to save 
just one of the vines — and this one is

was born... 


said to be the parent of all the seedless 
raisins produced in California! 

The demand for raisins in the 
United States was the result of a happy 
catastrophe. In the hot summer of 1873, 
the grape crop dried on the vines before 
it could be harvested. Most growers 
were in despair at the loss; but one en- 
terprising young man shipped his dried 
grapes to San Francisco labeled ‘*Peruvi- 
an delicacies.’’ The raisins sold out at 


once, and the raisin industry was born. 


Today, the sun-dried dark seedless 
raisins are the most popular raisin, used 
both as snacks and in recipes. Golden 
seedless raisins are also made from 
Thompson Seedless grapes, dried indoors 
under special conditions to preserve 
their light natural color. A few thousand 
tons of the large dark Muscat raisins are 
sun dried annually, especially for use 
during this holiday season.

VIENNESE GUGELHUPF 

1 l-oz. cake yeast; 1 cup milk scald- 
ed and cooled to lukewarm; 1 cup but- 
ter; 4% cup sugar; 4 eggs; 3 % to 3 & 
cups sifted flour; grated rind of one or- 
ange; juice of one orange; % cup raisins 
plumped in 4 cup rum. 

Dissolve yeast in lukewarm milk and 
add a tew spoonstul of the flour. Let 
stand to rise 30 minutes in w’rm place. 
Cream butter; add sugar and eggs alter- 
nately. Then add orange rind and juice, 
the raisins, and finally the flour, alter- 
nating with the yeast-flour mixture. 

Grease a large 9- or 10-inch 
center-tube cake tin, dust with dry 
bread crumbs or ground nuts, and fill 4% 
full with the dough. Cover; let stand 1 
to 2 hours in warm place until dough 
has almost doubled in bulk and is very 
light. Bake 45 minutes to one hour in 
moderate 350 degree oven. Dust with 
confectioners sugar after cooling on a 
rack. Makes one large cake.

The national organization trains the 
men who staff the club.

Formal 
counseling sometimes consists of talks 
with a boy’s parents, teachers, or physi- 
cian — and when the need arises, with 
juvenile authorities or the police. 

“The boy who wrote that if it we- 
ren t tor the Club, he’d be in Junior Ha- 
ven — that’s quite true,” Mr. Walker 
said. 


Boys’ Club program director, Paul S. MacDermott 
is on the go keeping twelve hundred boys busy. 


“The lad was running with a neigh- 
borhood group, harassing businesses 
and stores. We’ve channeled his need for 
ego-building into chess, then woodwork- 
ing, then pingpong. Whatever he does, 
he must do best.” 

Paul McDermott, who earned his 
B.S. in Education at Springtield College, 
is program director. 


Athletic Director is Joe Havis Hu 
ley. He’s usually found on the pl: 
ground — right in there with his boys. 
As the seasons rotate, baseball, football, 
hockey, basketball are in — along with 
the all-time standards of trampoline, 
tumbling, wrestling and ‘“‘mush ball.”
